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A MULTI-million pound 
school expansion will start 
early next year after planning 
permission was granted. 

The £3 million scheme will see 
Newmarket's Ditton Lodge increase 
in size from its current capacity of 
150 pupils to 210. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
scheme will also mean that the school 
will get two additional teachers. 

It will include a new main hall, two 
classrooms and an extended third 
classroom. 

The work is due to start next spring 
and should be completed a year later. 

The scheme will allow the school to 
take pupils between the ages of four 
and 11. It currently takes pupils from 
four to nine years old. 

The changes have been triggered by 
neighbouring Suffolk County Council's 
switch to two-tier education which is 
due to come fully into effect in 2012. 

Currently youngsters from Ditton 
Lodge go into the Suffolk system after 
the age of nine and move on to one of 
Newmarket’s two middle schools which 
are now set to close. 

The scheme will involve refurbish¬ 
ment of the existing building and 
improved computer facilities.

Among concerns raised by 
local residents are parking 
problems in St John’s Avenue 
outside the school and the work 
hours of the contractors 
carrying out the work. 

But Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s development control 
committee last week granted 
planning permission - subject 
to conditions including 
restricted working hours for 
contractors and space for 
parking and turning contract¬ 
ors’ vehicles. 

A report to councillors said 
the scheme had been welcomed 
by the local community. 

“The application clearly 
demonstrates the educational 
need and benefits to the local 
community of a more 
compactly-designed and safe 
site,” the report said. 

Concern about a shortage of 
staff parking was balanced by 
the fact that seven new spaces 
would be provided when just 
two new members of staff 
would be taken on. 

A total of 50 cycle spaces will 
be provided. 

The report said that the issue 
of parents’ parking would be 
addressed through the school 
travel plan and moves to change 
parents’ habits of taking and 
collecting children in the car.

SNOW and icy con¬ 
ditions have caused 
misery for motorists 
over the last few days - 
but fun for some.

ford, a car hit a hedge beside 
the A11 at Barton Mills and a 
two-vehicle crash in 
Duchess Drive, Newmarket. 

No-one was hurt in the 
incidents. 

Few racehorses ventured 
out in Newmarket for 
morning exercise when the 
snow fell on Friday.

“The biggest problem 
would be if there’s a hard 
frost and the water in the 
artificial surfaces freezes. 

“We’re putting power 
harrows through them to 
keep them loose. It takes 


time, love and care to keep 
everything right.” 
Meanwhile, many people 


were out and about making 
the most of the snowy 
landscape.

A HEAD teacher missed his 
last assembly before his 
retirement when the school 
was closed due to snow. 

Tony Bavington, pictured 
above, has been head of 
Newmarket’s St Felix Middle 
School for the past five years 
which included overseeing 
the replacement of the 
school buildings after a 
devastating fire in August 
2008. 

Deputy head Greg Sadler 
will take over as acting head 
at the school which is due to 
close in 2012 as part of 
Suffolk County Council’s 
controversial switch to two- 
tier education. 

The changes in New¬ 
market, which will also 
mean the closure of the 
town’s other middle school, 
Scaltback, have just been 
approved by the inde¬ 
pendent Schools Adjudi¬ 
cator.

He now intends to spend 
more time with his family as 
well as studying to become a 
counsellor.

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Flat blaze 
couple still 
recovering 
in hospital 

A COUPLE seriously injured in 
a fire in their flat last week are 
still in hospital. 

The man and woman, 
believed to be in their 30s, 
were taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital after the blaze in 
their first-floor flat in George 
Lambton Avenue, Newmarket, 
on Tuesday last week. 

The woman jumped from 
the window and suffered a 
back injury. 

The man was rescued by 
firefighters and was taken to 
hospital in a critical condition 
due to smoke inhalation. 

He was initially treated in 
intensive care but police said 
they understood his condition 
was not life-threatening. 

The incident, in which a fire 
was deliberately started in the 
hallway of the flat, is being 
investigated as arson endan¬ 
gering life.

Two police officers tried to 
rescue the couple before the 
arrival of firefighters but were 
beaten back by heat and thick 
smoke. 

Four people were treated for 
smoke inhalation at the scene.

Christmas cheer 
for the homeless 


A HOMELESS charity has 
celebrated 10 years since its 
flats for young people opened 
- and there is more good news 
this Christmas. 

The anniversary has come as 
Newmarket-based Open Door is 
planning to add two extra rooms to its 
bedsit complex at historic Portland 
House, in the town’s High Street. 

The charity has also just appointed 
a new chairman of trustees. 

He is the Rev John Hardy, rector of 
St Mary’s Church, Newmarket. He has 
taken over from John Morris who will 
continue as a trustee after six years as 
chairman of the charity started by 
churches in the Newmarket area. 

Mr Hardy said the flats - supported 
by live-in staff - represent “beacons in 
the dark - fresh hope and a new start”. 

The charity, which has former 
Beirut hostage Terry Waite as its 
president, has grown since it was 
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launched with a donation of just £5. 

It now includes a charity shop in 
Old Station Road, Newmarket, and a 
charity “superstore” at Craven Way, 
Newmarket, which help support its 
work. 

John Durrant, general manager, said 
that more than 400 people had 
applied for accommodation since 
1999 and 132 of those had been 
accepted. 

“We spend £9,500 per resident and 
receive £7,000 in income - net spend 
from our fund-raising of £2,500 per 
resident,” he said. 

“We would not be here if people did 
not support us through donations and 
other ways. Small acts of kindness go a 
long way.” 

There are currently 17 rooms at 
Portland House and neighbouring 


Cranworth and Windsor Houses. 

The latest plan proposes to create 
two more rooms by internal 
alterations expected to cost around 
£ 10 , 000 . 

Mr Durrant said homelessness 
among young people appeared to be 
growing. 

Open Door has had more 
applications from youngsters from the 
age of 16 since the lower age limit was 
changed from 18 around two years 
ago. 

He said many former residents had 
managed to overcome problems 
which led to their homelessness. 

At least two had gone on to join the 
armed forces, one now works in drugs 
counselling and one has got a senior 
position in a Newmarket racing yard. 

“Property is important, but people 
are priority,” he said.

Read lessons: Sir Mark Prescott. 
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Seek advice - don’t fall 
victim to the loan sharks 


WHAT may seem like a good 
deal can quickly turn into a 
nightmare if you fall victim to 
a loan shark - otherwise 
known as an illegal money 
lender, or doorstep lender. 

They will typically charge huge 
sums for their illegal service - the 
highest recorded annual interest 
rate was an astronomical 117,000 
per cent. 

And if you can’t pay up, they can 
get violent. 

The illegal money lending team 
at East of England Trading 
Standards are issuing a warning to 
customers to be aware of the perils 
of borrowing from such sources. 

A spokesman said: “Although 
they appear friendly at first, when 
their 'clients’ struggle to pay they 
can become violent. 

“As money ‘owed’ to a loan shark 
is not legally enforceable they 
frequently resort to intimidation 
and violence to get back what they 
think they are owed.” 

So what are the tell-tale signs 
when trying to spot an illegal 
money lender? 

The government’s Stop Loan 
Sharks project highlights a number 
of things to look out for. 

“Loan sharks tend to operate in a 
small community and will start out

being friendly and offering to help 
with financial problems,” said the 
spokesman. 

“They rarely offer any paperwork 
and if they get their clients to sign a 
document the client will rarely get 
a copy. 

“They can often randomly add 
fees to the amount owed.” 

Marie-Claire Berreen, Barclays 
community investment manager, 
said: “Research shows that many 
people who encounter loan sharks 
would consider them to be a 
friend. This means that many 
people don’t know they are 
borrowing from a loan shark. 

“There are many ways to borrow 
money affordably and legally such 
as credit unions. Credit unions are 
financial co-operatives owned and 
controlled by their members. They 


offer savings and great value loans 
plus they are local, ethical and 
know what their members want. 

“If you’re unsure where to get 
help with a loan, seek help from an 
impartial money advice service or 
Citizen’s Advice Bureau before 
making your decision.” 

The Stop Loan Sharks project 
wants people to ask themselves 
these questions: 

■ Have you, or anyone you know, 
been offered a cash loan? 

■ Have you been threatened when 
you couldn’t pay? 

■ Have you found that what you 
owe keeps growing even though 
you are making payments? 

■ Has your benefit card been taken 
from you? 

M Do you not know the total 


amount owed, the APR or how to 
cancel? 

If you have answered yes to any 
of these, then help is available from 
the Stop Loan Sharks team. 

They are keen to hear from 
anyone who thinks an illegal 
money lender is operating in their 
community. 

Nationwide, the project has 
helped more than 10,000 victims, 
written off more than £30 million 
of illegal debt to date and seized or 
confiscated more than £570,000 in 
cash. They have secured more than 
100 prosecutions - leading to 50 
years’ worth of prison sentences.

The victim 

DEBBIE was getting married and just needed 
to buy a dress. 

She was a little short of money and had 
just had her hours cut and, without a bank 
account, decided to turn to a man her friends 
had heard of who worked locally, lending 
cash to people. 

Three of them borrowed £700 from him - 
Debbie’s share was £300. She didn’t get a 
repayment plan, was not told how much 
interest she’d have to pay, only that he 
wanted £45 per week. 

Soon her and her friends ran into 
problems with repayments. She paid off the 
original £300 but he said she still owed him. 

Then he turned up on her doorstep in a 
smart suit, with a flash car and proved to be 
menacing. During one visit he grabbed 
Debbie around the throat and started 
shouting at her. 

She even had a concrete slab thrown 
through her front window. 

The illegal money lending team moved 
Debbie, her husband and daughter to new 
accommodation, and helped them with 
benefits. They gave evidence at court and 
the loan shark was sentenced to five years in 
jail. 


The perpetrator 


■ THE biggest case for the illegal money 
lending team team to date involved Paul 
Nicholson, who operated in Widnes and 
Runcorn. 

At the time of his arrest he had about 
900 clients and used violence and sexual 
intimidation against his victims. He even 
raped one of his victims. 

A former nightclub doorman who lived in 
a £1m home in Delamere, Cheshire, he was 
convicted in February of 18 charges 
including rape, 12 counts of blackmail, 
lying about his criminal record, operating 
without a licence and assault. He was 
jailed indefinitely under an Imprisonment 
for Public Protection order.

Road death 
toll drops 

DEATHS on Cambridge¬ 
shire roads have fallen 
dramatically. 

Last year 60 people 
were killed on the coun¬ 
ty’s roads - but this 
year 23 people have 
lost their lives. 

Road deaths fell by 30 
per cent last year, 
compared with 86 fatal¬ 
ities in 2007. 

Police investigated 52 
fatal collisions during 
2008 and have used 
their findings to target 
accident hotspots. 

The success of the av¬ 
erage speed cameras 
on the A14, which were 
introduced in June 
2007, has also 
contributed to the 
reduction in fatalities, 
say police. 

They helped to create 
an 80 per cent fall in 
accidents on the notor¬ 
ious road during the 
first 12 months. 

Pc Tony Barrios, cas¬ 
ualty reduction officer, 
said: “There has been a 
dramatic reduction in 
the number of deaths, 
which is probably down 
to a number of reasons. 
“We have been very 
proactive on the A1307 
and the number of 
deaths has fallen. Eng¬ 
ineering work along the 
road, including more 
signs, have also helped, 
along with other imp¬ 
rovements to that road.” 


‘Night’ towns to 
see more police 


A NEW police team will 
be working to tackle 
anti-social behaviour in 
towns known for their 
“night-time economy” 

The Suffolk police team will 
be looking at drink-fuelled 
violence and anti-social 
behaviour in Newmarket, as 
well as Ipswich and Lowes¬ 
toft. 

The team will work with 
partner organisations, includ¬ 
ing councils, voluntary bodies 
and pub and club manage¬ 
ment. 

As well as carrying out 
patrols to tackle crimes on the 
streets, the team will also do

Newmarket’s two night 
clubs and late-licence bars 
regularly attract more than 
2,000 revellers. 

Residents and councillors 
have complained about 
disturbance and violence at 
weekends and the police 
already have extra officers on 
duty in the town. 

Latest police figures have 
shown a reduction in violence 
linked with drinking in 
Newmarket. 


But the new team, of a 
sergeant and six constables, 
will be on patrol during the 
Christmas and New Year 
period. Special constables will 
also boost the police presence 
in the town. 

In previous years police 
horses from the City of 
London force have been 
called in to help local officers 
on Newmarket’s streets on 
some Bank Holiday week¬ 
ends. But a lack of funding 
means they will not be in the 
town this Christmas. 

Volunteers in the Town 
Pastors scheme from local 
churches as well as the SOS 
bus will be in Newmarket. 


Gulshan Kayembe, who 
chairs Suffolk Police 
Authority, said: “The auth¬ 
ority was pleased to support 
the provision of additional 
funding to help create the 
night-time economy team 
recognising this area of work 
was a growing priority.” 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Gary Kitching said: “The 
introduction of the Night- 
Time Economy Team and 
plan are a great addition to 
our overall policing service 
for Suffolk, and will assist us 
with providing a quality 
service to our residents by 
creating a safer night-time 
economy.”

The driver of the vehicle, a 21-year-old man 
from Soham, was uninjured in the collision. 

A member of staff from the Co-Op store, located 
just yards from where the accident occurred, 
described the man’s death as “devastating”. 

He added: “It is really sad news. 

“I did not know him at all but when this 


happens right on your doorstep it is awful. 

“The accident really affected Soham and a lot of 
people were speaking about it in the shop. 

“The fact he is 93 years old makes it even worse 
somehow.” 

A member of staff from the town’s post office, 
also on High Street, added: “This is really sad news.

“There will be a lot of people saddened at this, 
especially because of his age and the circum¬ 
stances in which he died.”

He previously worked 
out that no extra cash 
was brought in by 
parking charges because 
of the additional admin¬ 
istration costs. 

He said he felt free 
parking was essential to 
regenerate the town. 

But the council’s 
Conservative majority 
supported the rise after 
considering a report 
from Andrew Claydon, 
strategic director 
(resources). 

He warned that the 
council may have to cut 
services to cope with an 
“unsustainable revenue 
deficit” if steps were not 
taken to improve the 
council’s finances.

» Lathams 
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Mohammad 
after horrors 


A S he said 
goodbye to 
his mother, 
Mohammad Razai 
felt a strange 
mixture of 
emotions. Knowing 
he might never see 
her again, the 15- 
year-old struggled 
to hold back the 
tears. But he was 
excited too: he was 
finally escaping 
Afghanistan. 

The country may have 
borne him, but it had 
also made his life a 
misery - he had lost his 
father, his home and his 
self-respect to the place. 
And now he couldn’t 
wait to leave. 

“It was your worst 
nightmare,” explains 
Mohammad. “It had got 
to the point where I 
literally couldn’t go 
outside. As a young guy I 
was very much at risk of 
abduction and sexual 
abuse; the Taliban had a 
reputation for that ... 

“So my mother 
arranged to have me 
smuggled out: I wore a 
burkha to cross into 
Pakistan, then used a 
fake passport to fly to 
Vienna, then France and 
finally to England. I was 
really upset to be leaving 
my mother behind, yes,

and it was scary. But I 
also couldn’t wait to get 
away.” 

Since arriving in 
England, eight years ago 
now, Mohammad’s life 
has changed beyond all 
recognition. Granted 
asylum, he went on to 
study for GCSEs, A-levels 
and a degree; now a 
British citizen, he’s doing 
a post-grad in medicine 
at Cambridge University. 

“When I was in 
Afghanistan I didn’t have 
a burning ambition,” he 
reflects. “It was a basic 
day-to-day survival 
mentality; I didn’t look 
to the future. 

“Now I really want to 
do something useful, to 
do some good in the 
world. And I want to 
show people that asylum 
seekers are human 
beings with the same 
feelings, the same 
experiences, the same 
ambitions and dreams 
as everyone else.” 

Mohammad was born 
in Kabul in the winter of 
1986. “I don’t know my 
actual birthday,” he 
admits, with a wry little 
smile. “Our family home 
was destroyed during 
the civil war in 
Afghanistan in the early 
1990s, and with it a lot of 
documents ... My 


mother is illiterate - she 
wasn’t allowed to go to 
school - and she doesn’t 
know the exact date. 

“When I arrived in 
England they asked me 
how old I was and I said 
About 15’; because I 
needed a date of birth, 
they put down January 1, 
so that’s my birthday 
now.” 

When he was just a 
year old, Mohammad’s 
father was imprisoned 
by the then Marxist 
government. At the time, 
Afghanistan was under 
Soviet control, and 
Mohammad’s dad had 
been found in 
possession of anti- 
Russian propaganda - 
deemed a seditious 
offence. 

“To start with my 
father wouldn’t admit to 
anything,” explains the 
24-year-old. “Then my 
mother and I were 
imprisoned too; that 
made him admit to 
many things... 

“We were on the same 
corridor as my father: 
my mother says she 
could hear his cough 
from our cell. After his 
admission they released 
us and she was given the 
chance to see her 
husband one last time. 
She said no because she 
thought that seeing her 
in such a bad state 
would really upset him; I 
think she’s regretted that 



ever since.” 

Moved to a vast prison 
just east of Kabul, known 
as Pul-e-Charkhi, 
Mohammad’s father 
wrote as often as he 
could. With no access to 
proper pens and paper, 
his letters arrived on 
toilet paper and pieces 
of tissue. “All apart from 
his last letter, which 
came about eight 
months after he was 
imprisoned,” says 
Mohammad. “He’d been 
given pen and paper and 
allowed to write to us: he 
said his destiny was 
certain and he was 
prepared for execution.” 

In the wake of her 
husband’s death, 
Mohammad’s mother 
fell into a deep 
depression. “My 
childhood was very 
troubled,” he continues. 
“I was taught never to 
trust anyone, not to do 
anything or go 
anywhere, not to do 
anything a normal kid 
would do, basically. My 
mum wouldn’t even let 
me fly a kite, which is 
something almost all the 
kids do in Kabul. I can 
still remember sitting on 
the roof of our house 
and seeing a sea of kites 
in the sky...” 

The tradition of kite 
flying in Kabul was 
made famous by the 
2003 novel The Kite 
Runner. The book,

written by Khaled 
Hosseini, tells the tale of 
two little boys, one from 
a privileged background 
and the other a servant; 
the servant boy, from the 
Persian-speaking Hazara 
(the country’s third- 
largest ethnic group), 
becomes a target for 
bullies, who taunt and 
then rape him. 

“I too was bullied for 
being Hazara,” admits 
Mohammed. “Hazara 
was like a swear word, 
the worst thing you 
could be. The Kite 
Runner is the only book I 
know of which paints an 
accurate picture of the 
huge amount of racism 
in Afghanistan: I can see 
a very strong parallel 
between growing up as a 
Jew in Nazi Germany and 
growing up as a Hazara 
in Kabul. 

“I was bullied verbally 
all the time and I got a 
beating quite often too. 
So I didn’t progress much 
at school -1 could barely 
write my name. 

“I can still remember 
how much I hated being 
Hazara. That self-hate 
probably did more 
damage than any 
physical bullying.” 

Despite the 

disadvantage of coming 
from a Hazara 
background, 
Mohammad’s father had 
been a very successful 
businessman. He left a 
lot of wealth behind him, 
including a flour mill, 
but it was all confiscated 
by the Russian regime. 

All that was left was the 
family home, an 
impressive 15-bedroom 
mansion - and that was 
destroyed during the civil 
war, which broke out in 
the early 1990s. 

“We were literally 
living in a war zone: 
there were rockets going 
off and bullet holes all 
over the place,” 
remembers Mohammad. 
Forced to leave Kabul for 
Pakistan, by the time the 
family returned home 
their house was a shell. 

“My mother married 
my uncle because to 
grow up without a father 
in Afghanistan is the 
worst possible scenario,” 
explains Mohammad. “I 
don’t have any memories 
of my real father at all, 
only the photos that 
survived when the house 
was destroyed. I used to 
feel very angry, but as 
you grow up you get used 
to things.” 

After another spell 
living outside the city, 
Mohammad’s family 


returned and, for a while, 
at least, life was peaceful. 
“It didn’t last long, 
because that’s when the 
Taliban took over,” he 
continues, “and that was 
worse than the 
Communist period, 
worse even than the civil 
war.” 

When one of 
Mohammad’s uncles 
suddenly disappeared, 
his mother decided her 
beloved son would have 
to be sent away to safety. 
“He was killed,” says 
Mohammad, matter of 
factly. “And that made it 
all seem much more real: 
here was proof that the 
Taliban really do just kill 
people.” 

Thanks to a family 
friend, Mohammad’s 
path to England was 
secured. Smuggled over 
the border into Pakistan 
disguised as a woman, 
face covered by a burkha, 
he made the rest of the 
journey using a fake 
passport. Accompanied 
by his young cousin, the 
son of his murdered 
uncle, Mohammad 
admits it was a 
frightening experience. 
“I’d never flown before, 
so that was a shock,” he 
says. “And I spoke almost 
no English, just enough 
to say my name, really.” 

On arriving in 
England, Mohammad 
was placed in foster care. 
His older half-brother 
(his father’s son from an 
earlier marriage) had 
already sought refuge in 
the UK after being taken 
in for “questioning” by 
the Taliban several times; 
social services tracked 
him down to London, 
then placed both him 
and Mohammad in care. 

“More than anything I 
wanted to go to school: 
my mum really wanted 
me to do something with 
my life,” explains 
Mohammad. “I couldn’t 
get a place for a few 
months, so I took a job in 
a pizza place and 
delivered leaflets for a 
bit. I had a lot of trouble 
just getting from one 
place to another though; 
it was all so different.” 

Thanks to an 
“amazing” social worker, 
Mohammad was given a 
place at school, 
complete with a Persian¬ 
speaking mentor. After 
doing an IT course, he 
went on to take GCSEs 
and then A-levels at a 
London college. Winning 
a place to study science 
at University College 
London, he left with 
honours. 


“I wanted to do 
medicine but everyone 
said it was so difficult 
and competitive, never 
mind applying to 
Cambridge,” explains 
Mohammad. “But I was 
really motivated to 
become a doctor for 
several reasons: as a 
Hazara, I wanted to 
prove I could achieve 
something; having felt 
useless for so long, I 
wanted to do something 
useful; and, having 
witnessed so much 
destruction and suffering 
in my early childhood, I 
wanted to make a 
positive difference to 
people’s lives.” 

After attending a 
summer school at St 
John’s College, Moham¬ 
mad says his perspective 
on both studying 
medicine and applying 
to Cambridge changed. 

“I met a Sikh student 
doing medicine,” he 
explains, “and he told 
me: ‘If you want to do it, 
you can’.” 

Now in his second year 
at St Edmund’s, 
Mohammad is throwing 
himself into student life. 
He’s taken up rowing and 
French, is acting as a 
university ambassador 
(encouraging students 
from all backgrounds to 
apply) and, raised a 
Muslim, he does a lot of 
inter-faith work. “I want 
to build bridges between 
people of all faiths,” he 
says. “I hate all hostility 
and violence.” 

Mohammad says he’s 
happier now than he ever 
believed possible. “I went 
back to see my mother 
for the first time last 
year,” adds Mohammad. 
“I was so, so happy to see 
her and the rest of the 
family, but it didn’t feel 
like I was going home. I 
became a British citizen 
two years ago and it was 
a great feeling: it gives 
me a warm feeling in my 
heart. I am very much in 
debt to this country, this 
whole society; Britain 
made me so welcome. 

“There are a lot of 
things that I still carry 
with me which, 
sometimes, I do find 
hard to cope with,” 
Mohammad concludes. 

“I do get upset quite 
quickly and I find 
criticism devastating; it 
makes me feel like a 
failure all over again. But 
with time it does get 
easier. You have to be 
positive. And you have to 
believe that anything is 
possible.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY:

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

C RAIG Chalmers can’t 
stop smiling. Even when 
he’s belting out Any 
Dream Will Do with a cast of 
doting schoolchildren at his 
side, he can’t help but flash 
those bright pearly whites at 
his adoring fans. 

It is plainly obvious that two years 
on from winning the starring role in 
Bill Kenwright’s Joseph and the 
Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat, 
Craig is still living his dream, on 
stage, every night. 

“It’s crazy how much life has 
changed since I was playing those 
dingy clubs back in Scotland!” he 
says, as we chat. 

“It’s just nice that I’ve got my 
break and been able to make a 
success of it because I always had 
fears I might have been a disaster 
and the critics might not have liked 
me. Anything could have gone 
wrong, or maybe I couldn’t have 
coped with the demands of the 
schedule. You know it’s a hard job to 
do, so I’m delighted that I’ve 
managed to make such a good run of 
it.” 

Prior to getting his big break on the 
BBC reality show Any Dream Will Do, 
Edinburgh-born singer Craig had tried 
pretty much every avenue to get into 
showbusiness. The 27-year-old, who 
says he could sing before he could 
talk, had performed with male strip 
troupe G-Force, delighting ladies’

nights and holiday park crowds. He’d 
had a top 10 hit with the boy band No 
Reason, performing alongside the 
likes of Blue, McFly, Sugababes and 
Girls Aloud. Craig even got into the 
last 30 for the reality show Pop Idol, 
which was eventually won by 
Michelle McManus. 

“I’d been trying to break into the 
business for years,” he recalls. “I’ve 
played dingy clubs on nights when 
it’s been peeing with rain and no-one 
wants to know, and you wonder why 
you even bothered. But you just have 
to keep trying because for every one 
of me, there’s thousands of others 
that want to do the same thing. You 
just need the right person to see you 
and believe in you.” 

For Craig, that person was 
renowned West End producer Bill 
Kenwright, a judge on the show Any 
Dream Will Do, who championed the 
Scottish star, even though, with no 
musical training, he was the 
underdog. Craig recalls: “I was 
banging my head against a brick wall 
in the mid-part of the show but Bill 
took me away by myself to the 
theatre - and helped me to turn 
around my performance. He’s really 
taken me under his wing and 
mentored me.” 

Although Lee Mead went on to 
win the series and, with it, the 


starring role in the West End show 
Joseph, it wasn’t long before Craig 
was reunited with his coat of many 
colours when Bill decided his 
protege was perfect to play Joseph 
in his touring version of the show he 
calls his ‘juggernaut of joy’. 

Craig still remembers the opening 
night nerves. “That first night was 
something else,” he says with a 
slight shudder. “I can remember it 
very well. It was pretty scary at the 
time, but it’s good now to have two 
years’ experience under my belt and 
be able to not be so nervous these 
days, which means I can express 
myself, relax and enjoy it a lot 
more.” 

Clearly, the singer has grown into 
the role and critics have had nothing 
but praise for his performances, with 
Craig being dubbed a “dream 
Joseph”, and the Independent 
describing the show as a “deliriously 
droll, technicolor triumph”. 

Cambridgeshire folk have the 
chance to judge for themselves this 
Christmas as the show, which retells 
the Biblical story of Joseph, his 11 
brothers and the coat of many 
colours, is running at the Corn 
Exchange for three-weeks. 

So how is Craig different from 
previous Josephs, played by Phillip 
Schofield, Jason Donovan or Darren 


Day? 

“I like to think 
I’m quite a 
manly Joseph,” 

Craig smiles. “I 
think of him as 
quite a physical 
Joseph 
because I’m a 
bit of a lad 
really. I’m not 
the theatre 
lovey type, so 
it’s not really like a ^ 
prissy Joseph. 

“I just try to amplify 
my own personality in the 
character so there is cheek 
and charisma in there!” 

Craig and his girlfriend Jennifer 
Smith, who drives up and down the 
country at the weekends to see him 
recently got engaged and are 
planning a wedding next year. 

Craig’s contract with Joseph 
finishes in July, and, with his 
wedding in September, he says it 
seems the perfect time to bow out 
gracefully. “It’s been an amazing 
experience, from the TV show 
through to selling out the Edinburgh 
Playhouse for six weeks that first 
Christmas, which was a record- 
breaking run. Things like that you 
reflect on and it means so much.’

Work off festive excess 
and get out in the garden 


I t may be cold outside, 
but that's no excuse for 
not donning your 
wellies and giving your 
garden some TLC over 
die festive season - 
working off the worst of 
the Christmas excesses in 
the process. 

So says gardening gum Chris 
Beardshaw, award-winning 
designer and a regular on BBC 
Gardeners’ World. 

He believes you can still plant 
and pmne shmbs and grow veg 
during the cooler months, and 
has compiled some top tips to 
keep gardeners busy 
throughout Christmas: 

■ Prune grape vines: 

A ruthless approach is 
required to keep vines in check 
and fruiting. On plants more 
than three years old, prune all 
of this season’s growth back to 
within one bud of old wood to 
encourage fresh growth next 
spring, on which fruit will be 
carried. 

■ Plant holly: 

If the ground is not too hard, 
holly can provide valuable 
future resources for wildlife in 
your garden. The common

holly, Ilex aquifolium, loves soil 
in which moisture is always 
present, so incorporate plenty 
of well-rotted compost before 
planting. Not only does the 
evergreen foliage offer good 
nesting sites for birds, but the 
flowers are rich in nectar and 
the berries are popular with 
songbirds. Remember, though, 
that more than one plant will be 
required for berries to form, as 
male and female flowers are 
carried on different plants. To 
be sure of berries, plant only 
cultivars of which the sex is 
known. Argentea Marginata’ is 
a good female with white 
variegated edges and carries 
scarlet berries. 

■ Introduce mistletoe to your 
garden: 

It takes patience as mistletoe 
can sometimes take up to two 


years to germinate, but it will be 
worth it. The most successful 
introductions occur where the 
ripe berries are taken from a 
mistletoe plant growing on the 
same host species as the one in 
your garden. The most 
common hosts include apples, 
lime, hawthorn and poplar. 
Harvest fresh berries from the 
mistletoe, wipe them clean of 
the viscous sap, and press the 
seed into the deep fissures of 
the bark of the potential host 
around the junction of 
branches and boughs. It’s worth 
trying with several seeds, and at 
least two plants are required to 
produce berries as mistletoe 
can be male or female. 

■ Grow carrots: 

One of the real attractions of 
the carrot is that it can be sown 
from mid-winter through to 
autumn, so provides almost 
year-round cropping. For mid¬ 
winter sowings use the hardy 
Amsterdam’ and ‘Nantes’ 
varieties that are labelled as 
‘treated’, which means they 
have been graded and 
fungicide-treated to ensure 
effective germination. Sow 
thinly, 1cm deep, in any soil 
enriched with plenty of organic 
matter, then cover the seed 
drills with a polythene cloche to 


encourage germination. 
Cropping can start as early as 
mid-spring. 

■ Plant shallots 

There are now no more 
excuses for forgetting when to 
plant shallots, as they are 
planted on the shortest day, 
December 21, and harvested on 
the longest, fune 21. This only 
applies to sets (juvenile bulbs), 
but these are the most efficient 
way of producing a crop. Plant 
the bulbs with necks just below 
the soil surface in well- 
cultivated soil and in full sun, 
and cover with a layer of 
horticultural fleece till early 
spring to help insulate and 
promote growth.

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Cute high-visibility vests make big impact 


A CLASS of design students have gone 
some way to proving that a high- 
visibility vest doesn’t have to be a 
fashion faux pas in an effort to raise 
awareness of roadside safety among 
young motorists. 

Car care company, Comma, has been 
urging motorists to carry a hi-vis vest in 
their cars, as more than 180 people are 
killed or seriously injured each year by 
the side of the road. 

Research has shown that young 
people are among those most at risk of 
an accident by the side of the road, with 
people under 25 accounting for more 
than 40 per cent of the fatalities and 
injuries in the last 12 months. 

Comma commissioned the 18 
students at Oaklands College in St 
Albans to design hi-vis vests that are cut 
with a little more panache than the 
typical roadworker’s uniform. 

Sporting chic buttons, collars and 
even frills, the Oaklands students’ 
designs might not meet the British 
regulatory standards for safety garments 
but they are, at least, a range of hi-vis 
vests that don’t sacrifice style. 

With accidents at night twice as likely 
to lead to a fatality, research has shown 
that wearing a hi-vis vest increases the 
distance at which drivers can spot a 
pedestrian by up to 400 per cent.

Adams is 
resigned 
to losing 
top Aussies 

MILDENHALL’S lingering hopes 
of Australian sensations Dakota 
North or Taylor Poole returning 
to West Row next year appear to 
have been finally dashed. 

The teenage aces, who both 
made a stunning impact with the 
Fen Tigers this season, have 
signed for Elite League 
Peterborough and the club has 
indicated that it will loan the duo 
out to Premier League clubs 
next season. 

The fading hopes have been 
confirmed by Mildenhall 
co-promoter John Adams, who 
admitted he would be “very 
surprised” if the pair were to 
return to a National League club. 
“In all likelihood both Dakota 
and Taylor will go into the 
Premier League,” Adams said. 
“We have not given up complete 
hope on them, but we are 
mindful that they are very 
sought-after by a number of 
Premier clubs who are watching 
them, and I’ll be very surprised 
if either of them do not go into 
the Premier League. 

“But with one rider left to 
complete our team, we are not 
looking solely at the Australian 
market. We have a shortlist of 
good riders that we believe 
would give great strength to the 
team and I’d like to get it 
wrapped up within a couple of 
weeks. Once promoters return 
from the Christmas break most 
of the quality riders will be 
snapped up.” 

One boost to the third tier is the 
return of Cradley Heath, 
renamed as Dudley Heathens. 
They are searching for a 
permanent home but will race 
their home fixtures at Birming¬ 
ham and Wolverhampton. 

Adams added: “This is great 
news for the sport and in 
particular the area. 

“I spent many happy hours at 
the old Cradley circuit and under 
the guidance of Nigel Pearson it 
is in good hands. It is great to 
see the club resurrected and I 
am thrilled they will be joining 
us in the National League.” 

With all existing National 
League clubs confirming their 
intent to race again, including 
King’s Lynn to maintain 
Mildenhall’s derby contests, the 
league will now be expanded to 
11 teams. 
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
